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1 21. (New): A portable communication teraiinal for making payments using a 

2 transaction terminal in a credit card member store and for use in a payment system, comprising: 

3 a location detector which detects current location information of the portable 

4 communication terminal; 

5 a memory which stores the current location information; 

6 a receiver which receives card information containing information relating to an 

7 identity of a credit card user from the transaction terminal; and 

8 a transmitter which transmits the location information, 

9 wherein the payment system comprises a host computer, the transaction terminal, 

1 0 and the portable communication terminal, 

1 1 wherein the location information of the portable communication terminal is 

12 transmitted to the host computer while the location information of the transaction terminal is 

13 stored in a database capable of being accessed by the host computer, 

14 wherein the credit card user is recognized as an authentic cardholder when the 

1 5 location of the portable conmiunication terminal is within a predetermined range from the 

1 6 location of the transaction terminal.

4 . information receiver, the location information and the card information. 

1 24. (New): A portable communication terminal according to Claim 21, 

2 wherein the location information comprises latitude and longitude information. 
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
